Thinking  of  how  to  characterize  Cul 
tural  Affairs  programming  at  KPFK, 
much  rhetoric  came  to  mind,  ranging 
from  apology  to  invective,  and  most 
of  it  false     One  notion,  however, 
remained  significant  among  all  the 
excess  baggage       that  for  me  the 
station's  cultural  programming  has 
been  above  all,  an  education 

The   "alternative'   or  independent 
nature  of  a  community  supported 
radio  station  like  KPFK  requires  that, 
many  of  its  programs  be  nothing  less 
than  educational     In  fact,  at  the 
heart  of  its  arts  programming  must 
be  the  disposition  to  continually 
question  official  (i  e.  politically  and 
economically  sanctioned)  definitions 
of  art,  how  we  make  it  and  how,  if 
at  all,  we  use  it. 

To  purge  the  half-truth,  to  derange 
the  cliche,  the  cultural  affairs  pro- 
gramming at  KPFK  is  an  attempt  at 
maintaining,  in  the  truest  sense  of 
the  word,  opposition  radio. 

Whipping  dead  horses  serves  little 
purpose,  except  maybe  to  stir  the 
flies  on  the  carcasses  of  such  institu- 
tions as  the  US   film  industry  or 
"community  art'   complexes  like  our 
own  Los  Angeles  Music  Center 

Instead,  I  would  like  to  acknowledge 
some  of  those  at  KPFK  who  have 
contributed  and  continue  to  contri- 
bute to  your  education  and  mine

Our  computer  (HAL  .'iOOU  is  lociled  in  Berkele) .  u  hich 
saves  us  a  lot  of  monc>  but  is  inconvenient    Wc  send 
subscriptions  information  to  the  machinery  once  a  month 
and  it  returns  the  1  olio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.  We  send  the 
information  up  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month.

/  believe  radio  will  one  day  develop 
a  literature  as  great  as  &iat  of  the 
theatre  and  that  this  will  happen  as 
soon  as  adequate  facilities  are  placed 
in  the  hands  of  writers  sincerely  in- 
terested in  the  medium

Sharing  Mr.  Corwin's  faith  in  and 
love  of  the  medium,  I  began  a  year 
ago,  with  financial  assistance  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts,  to  produce  a  series  of  dramas 
for  radio.    In  November  KPFK  very 
kindly  offers  a  retrospective  of 
these  productions  in  conjunction 
with  the  dramatic  productions 
realized  by  Paul  Vangelisti,  Maureen 
Mcllroy  and  others. 

We  share  in  common  a  firm  persua- 
sion that  drama  for  radio  is  a  serious 
art  form,  equivalent  to  theatre  or 
fiction  and  that  the  absence  of 
visuals  affords  an  imaginative  op- 
portunity to  locate  the  action  of 
the  drama  in  the  auditor's  mind  ~ 
therefore  it  is  not,  as  it  is  usually 
understood,  an  obstacle  to  be  over- 
come.   Or  that  ifthe  absence  of 
visuals  is  an  obstacle  to  overcome, 
the  process  of  overcoming  it  can 
be  a  creative  and  fruitful  one.    Since 
Corwin's  1939  faith  is  still  unreal- 
ized in  1976,  those  of  us  who 
share  this  persuasion  feel  a  pole- 
mical urgency:  what,  for  example, 
would  one  feel  of  the  genre  if 
published  fiction  were  wholly  con- 
fined to  adventure  yarns,  mysteries, 
and  tcience  fiction  in  its  popular 
form' 

We  have  undertaken  to  produce 
serious  and  difficult  material  and 
have    tried  to  do  so  in  an  energetic 
and  lively  way.    We  hope  both  that 
it  entertains  you  and  that  it  helps 
to  communicate  our  several  visions 
of  what  can  be  done  with  the  me- 
dium of  radio.    We  look  forward  to 
receiving  from  you,  our  audience, 
an  evaluation  of  how  far  we've 
succeeded. 

My  own  productions  begin  with  An 
Island  in  the  Moon,  the  only  drama 
ever  completed  by  William  Blake, 
with  music  for  the  production  com- 
posed and  conducted  by  Edward 
Cansino.    The  collaboration  between 
Ed  and  myself  strives  for  a  produc- 
tion that  makes  an  equivalency  of 
the  musical  and  dramatic  values  that 
lie  inherent  in  the  piece.    It  announ- 
ces that  there  is  ■vital  but  little  known 
work  in  our  traditions  for  which 
radio  is  a  possible  medium. 


The  Book  of  Hags  is  a  feminist  epis- 
tolary novel  in  progress  by  Deena 
Metzger,  dramatized  by  myself;  and 
tries  to  illustrate  that  radio  can 
take  over  the  dramatic  component 
in  significant  contemporary  work  - 
and  especially  that  sort  of  difficult 
and  liberating  work  that  speaks  to 
where  we  hurt  -  and  give  it  to  an 
audience  so  far  deprived  of  it  by 
publishers.    In  radio,  as  in  the 
small  presses,  is  an  opportunity  for 
wide  sharing  of  the  search  for  sig- 
nificant words. 


Highlights 


Convictions  (a  theatre  event  writ- 
ten and  performed  by  inmates  at 
the  Federal  Correctional  Institution 
at  Terminal  Island  and  directed  by 
Vickie  Rue  and  Jeremy  Blahnik) 
represents,  in  the  interview  and 
selections  from  the  production,  the 
poser  of  radio  to  respond  (as  well 
as  help  createl  in  places  in  which 
theater  engages  directly  social  ques- 
tions.   I  have  tried  to  organize  the 
progress  in  a  manner  that  amalga- 
mates the  theatrical  values,  the  po- 
litical values  and  the  broadcast 
values,  without  allowing  any  of 
these  to  succumb  to  the  othir  - 
on  the  argument  that  I  feel  most 
politically,  artistically  and  cultural- 
ly responsible  when  just  such  an 
integration  occurs. 

In  November  we  also  premiere  three 
plays  by  the  Los  Angeles  dramatist 
Sam  Eisenstein:  Among  School  Chil- 
dren. The  Wall,  and  Turns,  the  first 
two  produced  and  directed  by  my- 
self, the  last  directed  by  Paul  Van- 
gelisti.    Elsewhere  in  the  Folio,  Sam 
speaks  eloquently  for  himself.    I 
add  only  that  in  these  productions 
radio  says  that  it  can  offer  an  equi- 
valent form  of  theatrical  production 
to  contemporary  dramatists  -  one 
that  I  hope  more  and  more  drama- 
tists will  be  inspired  to  explore. 

One  of  the  great  joys  and  hazards 
in  such  work  is  the  intensive  colla- 
borations   it  both  inspires  and  re- 
quires.   All  art-making  is  vulnerable- 
collaborative  art-making  is  inordinately 
so.    Ed  Cansino,  Deena  Metzger,  Sam 
Eisenstein,  (and.  for  that  matter. 
Will  Blake)  have  had  to  be  deman- 
ding, resourceful,  generous  and  for-         j 
giving  by  turns  -  as  also  have  the  i 

actors  and  actresses  and  musicians-  | 
such  success  as  we  have  achieved  is  ' 
heavily  dependent  upon  their  Intel-  I 
ligence  and  humanity. 


Finally,  there  are  four  people  who 
don't  get  to  explain  their  intentions 
en  lice  Folio  ,  without  whom  none  of 
this  work  would  have  been  possible 
in  its  present  form: 

Mary  Mann,  Pacifica's  Controller, 
who  ensured  the  hard  won  money, 
and  whose  optimism  and  support 
cushioned  the  dark  moments  and 
kept  things  going. 

Mike  Hodel,  whose  long  radio  exper 
ience  informed  all  aspects  of  the 
work;  and  whose  love  of  the  medium 
was  infectious  enough  for  me  to 
catch  it. 

Leni  Isaacs,  who  diligently  did  all 
that  kind  of  really  hard  work  that 
is  unrewarded,  who  kept  track  of 
things,  evaluated  them,  at  times 
engineered  them,  and,  on  whom, 
we  all  depended. 

And,  perhaps  most  importantly,  the 
technical  director  and  recording  en- 
gineer, for  all  of  our  work,  Peter 
Sutheim.   In  the  end,  all  performance, 
all  direction,  all  script  had  to  be  inte- 


grated and  converted  into  what  could 
be  put  on  and  played  back  from  a 
two  track  stereo  tape     While  main- 
taining a  full  time  responsibility  as 
Operations  Director  of  KPFK,  Peter 
managed  this    -  and  it  required  and 
was  constantly  enhanced  by  his  eru- 
dition in  music,  literature  and  the 
electronic  technology  of  recording 
and  broadcast;  not  to  mention  the 
diplomatic  grace  of  trying  to  trans- 
fer a  director's  vision  of  what  he  or 
she  wanted  into  something  that  audio 
tape  could  do     In  some  places  in 
each  of  the  dramas,  Peter  and  I 
know  we  have  pushed  the  studios 
and  the  microphones  beyond  the 
limits  of  what  even  an  informed  per- 
son thinks  they  can  do.    That  was 
his  skill  and  I  credit  it  here. 

Out  of  such  integrations  were  the 
sound  dramas  premiered  or  rebroad- 
cast  in  this  month  made.    Wetiope 
you  enjoy  them.    We  look  to  do 
more,  we  encourage  your  response.

EISENSTEIN  ON  EISENSTEIN 

I  seem  to  be  fascinated  with  vari? 
tions  of  control  and  authority,  as  it 
displays  itself  in  couples,  families, 
nations,  father-and-son,  husband- 
and-wife,  children  among  themselves. 

Much  of  so-called  civilized  life  has 
to  do  with  one-upmanship.    One  has 
to  be  dominant  because  otherwise 
one  might  just  be  "nothing.  "    So 
fear,  the  basis  of  the  rage  for  author- 
ity, and  great  fear  causes  greater 
tyranny.     What  kind  of  fear  is 
worst?    Fear  of  loss,  loss  of  self, 
loss  of  parents,  of  loved  ones.    And 
guilt,  that  one  may  not  be  compe- 
tent enough  to  prevent  the  loss. 

Nobody  needs  to  be  physically  pre- 
sent in  order  to  be  a  tyrant,  to 
bully  it  over  a  weaker  person.    When 
the  guilt  object  isn't  around,  we 
are  able  to  feel  just  as  mad,  bad  and 
murderous  by  introjecting  and  pro- 
jecting on  the  people  who  are. 

There  is  a  kind  of  perverse  romance 
in  becoming  involved  with  someone 
or  even  another  country  which  seems 
to  have  the  qualities  most  hated  or 
envied.    Between  the  aggressor  and 
his  victim  can  spring  up  a  rank  ro- 
mantic growth.    It  expresses  itself 
in  irony,  the  drug  of  choice  of  the 
twentieth  century.    The  growth  be- 
comes a  salad  with  sex  as  the  dressing 
(or  undressing). 

The  people  I  write  about  are  frus- 
trated lovers  the  object  of  whose 
love  either  doesn't  exist  or  is  not 
allowed  (by  the  lover)  to  exist. 
They  defend  themselves  by  preten- 
ding to  be  without  defense  or  by 
miming  some  dangerous  animal  or 


insect.    They  tell  the  truth  about 
themselves  while  spinning  the  wil 
dest  kind  of  lies.    I  hope  they  tell 
the  audience  something  about  the 
sad  inability  to  protect  our  inte- 
grity and  be  spontaneous  at  the 
same  time.    The  tyrannies  we  per- 
mit our  pasts  to  exert  on  us  are 
greater  than  the  punishment  any 
dictator  can  wreak  on  our  present.

Our  history  is  given  to  us  by  chroni 
clers  and  scholars,  witnesses  and  ob- 
servers, but  it  is  often  preshaped  into 
myth  and  legend.    Occasionally 
a  gifted  poet  or  novelist  will  pas 
sess  or  be  possessed  by  portions  of 
the  matter  and  cast  it  into  a  sem- 
blance of  life:  Mackinlay  Kantor 
in  "Andersonville,"  John  Dos  Pas- 
sos  in  "U.S.A.:"  Kenneth  Roberts 
in  "Northwest  Passage"  or  "Rabble 
in  Arms,"  Stephen  Vincent  Benet 
in  "John  Brown's  Body."

we  famous,  but  also  for  the  national 
p^st,  fashioned  by  "a  headlong  race" 
Jut  of  hopes  and  dreams,  wars  and 
strikes,  ideals  and  cunning,  injustice 
and  hopes  of  a  better  life. 

I  do  not  suggest  that  formal  history 
is  devoid  of  such  power  to  evoke.    In 
the  best  of  histories,  it  is  present,  part 
of  the  art  of  historical  writing. 

What  Sanford  has  written  is  not  an 
historical  novel  but  history  as  a  no- 
vel, not  with  a  license  to  fictionalize 
but  with  a  compulsion  to  see  it  from 
within,  from  below,  to  fill  out  the 
voids.    When  he  subtitles  the  work 
as  "personal  history,"  it  is  precisely 
because  he  has  made  this  desire  to 
understand  his  own. 


Always  there  is  a  hard  seed  of  truth, 
a  line  from  a  diary  or  a  journal,  a 
famous  document,  a  folk-saying,  an 
advertisement  which  blossoms  into 
a  fugue,  a  sketch,  a  poem. 


John  Cotton  to  Anne  Hutchinson: 
"Sister,  doe  not  shut  your  Eyes 
agaynst  the  Truth.     The  Soule  is 
immortall."   Whatever  his  righteous 
ness.  his  arrogance  on  earth,  the 
Rev.  Cotton  believed:  "He  was  old 
now  and  death  was  near:  the  wind 
was  on  the  way.    He  could  hear  it 
among  the  trees,  and  it  made  the 
grass  seem  to  flow,  and  it  put  a 
fleeting  mar  on  the  finish  of  a 
stream.    It  was  on  the  way,  the 
wind,  and  when  it  came,  and  blew 
on  him,  he  would  die  and  start  to 
live.    He  was  close  now,  he  knew, 
to  the  door  that  opens  once.  .  . " 


Whether  it  is  Franklin  Roosevelt 
dying  in  the  presence  of  the  woman 
he  secretly  loved,  or  a  sketch  of 
Ulysses  S.  Grant  ("In  his  early  pic- 
tures, you  lost  the  person  and  saw 
the  clothes,  wrinkled,  dusty,  and 
doubtless  stained,  and  after  a  while, 
you  came  to  know  the  man  too  was 
in  need  of  pressing.  .  .  He  lived  a 
four-year  life,  the  length  of  the 
war.  .  ."),  or  Richard  King,  foun- 
der of  an  imperial  cattle  ranch,  or 
J.  P.    Morgan,  avoiding  the  army 
in  the  Civil  War,  or  Leo  Frank 
lynched  in  Georgia,  or  Albert  Ein- 
stein, or  an  obscure  Jewish  immi- 
grant at  El  I  is 'Island,  we  see  them  in 
the  clarity  of  a  Brady  photograph  or 
the  ratchety  movement  of  an  old 
newsreel. 


They  all  emerge  for  their  moments- 
Washington  and  Lincoln,  not  only 
the  public  figures  but  the  private, 
complete  with  doubts  and  despair, 
the  young  black  schoolboy  valedic- 
torian of  P.S.  604  in  1922,  the  vic- 
tims of  the  Triangle  Factory  Fire 
("Girls  they  were,  but  birds  they 
seemed  to  be,  perched  there  on  the 
window  ledges,  10  stories  up  from 
the  street.  "),  policemen,  radicals, 
slaves,  the  Chinese  in  steerage,  John 
Coxey,  Judge  Webster  Thayer,  Willa 
Cather.    And  all  are  caught  in  words 
which  match  them. 


Sinclair  Lewis:  "What  with  those  star 
veling  eyes  of  his  and  that  pocked  and 
pustuled  face,  he  looked  like  one  of 
God's  ill-used.    His  hair  was  a  red 
confusion  and  his  head  a  skull  in 
skin.  .  .  He  was  a  lout,  graceless  and 
loud.  .  .  It  took  that  kind,  though, 
raw,  half  smart,  and  cock-a-hoop  to 
grasp  that  his  country  was  the  same.  .  . 
They're  in  his  books,  the  small-town 
boosters,  the  Vere  de  Veres  of  the 
barbershop,  the  pool-hall  sloganeers; 
he's  got  them  pegged  there,  the 
joiners,  the  persecutors,  the  enemies 
of  the  strange;  they're  in  print  now, 
the  prim  profane,  the  tellers  of 
salty  stories,  the  spiders  in  their 
stories- they 're  known  and  they 
bear  his  name. " 

You  might  not  think  it  possible  that 
Sanford  could  capture  within  the 
compass  of  a  single,  not  overly  long 
book,  so  much  of  what  America  was 
and  is— for  him. 

Yet  he  does,  and  the  reason  lies  in 
the  poetic  act  of  compression  and 
selection.    It  is  not  the  whole  story- 
that  is  precisely  the  point  of  the 
book.    It  must  stir  us  to  a  similar 
personal  possession  of  our  history,  to 
give  our  imagination  to  It,  our 
values  and  our  questions,  indeed  our 
whole  humanity,  and  to  add  our 
own  individual  stories  to  that  vast 
chronicle.
